Mr. Speaker, 03 a member of the Forty- 


seeoucl Congress I Imve no apology to make 
for my action in flic legislation of that Con- 
grosH in the increase of salaries for members 
of Congress and oilier ofticers of the Gov- 
ernment. UutM a member of this Congress 
I enter my protest hero and now against any 
change in the law which does not apply to 
this Congress from tho commencement of 
the Congress. 


If the Forty-second Congress deserves the 


eonfwre of the country for what it did in in- 
creasing the pay of members of Congress, 
and applying that increase to its own mem- 
bers, then the Forty-third Congress, it seems 
to me, will justly deserve- reproach if, in tho 
attempt to apply n remedy,it allows its mem- 
bers to receive for a period of nine months, 
when Congress was not in session, the in- 
creased pay under the law of March 3, 1S7.-1. 
\Vhatevor pny is agreed upou as just and 
reasonable ought to take effect from the 
beginning of this Congress, and I desire to 
test this question not by words expressed in 
debate, but by the rotes of the members 
upon the amendment which has been pro- 
posed by the gentleman from Iowa. If 
$7,500 was an unreasonable compensation 
for tho members of the Forty-second Con- 
gress, then it is just as unreasonable for the 
members of tho Forty-third Congress. 


But, Mr. Speaker, before considering this 


question further, I desire to express my 
own. 
convictions as to what, if anything, 


ought to be done in changing the .existing 
laws. I am not willing to vote upon the 
bill, reported without such expression. 
A 


vote either for or against the bill as it now 
stands will not express my judgment of 
what ought to be done in the attempt to 
remedy any unwise legislation of the last 
Congress upon this delicate and important 
question of compensation for official servi- 
ces. 


In my opinion the bill reported is objec- 


tionable not only in what it proposes to do, 


BUT ESPECIALLY IS WHAT IT QUITS TO DO. 
Some of tho changes proposed extend be- 


yond anything required by any intelligent 
expression of the popular "will'upon this sub- 
ject, ^nd others of thorn fall snort of any 
just and reasonable demand for a change in 
the existing iaw. 


After a somewhat careful consideration of 


this subject as a guide to my own action and 
votes, it appears to me that the bill which 
ought to receive tho approval of tho House 
should fix upon a definite sum per annum; 
that in addition to this, the actual oxperiso 
of tho members and delegates in going 
to and returning from the seat of Govern- 
ment should bo allowed, and that what-' 
ever sum is fixed upon as to this Congress, 
it should apply from the beginning of the 
Congress. The sum fixed xipon should fee a 
fair and reasonable compensation for one 
who is qualified to discharge properly the 
laborious and responsible duties of.hispo, 
fiition as a member or delegate in Congress. 


H ought to i.je~ucic'?mineu with reference 


to the office as one of honor as well as of 
pay, and not solely with reference to either. 
It should bo siiflicient in amount to enable 
any American citizen who is qualified to as- 
pire to tho office, and, in accepting it, to be 
able to act in the discharge of its tiui-ies in- 
dependently and according to his own con- 
victions. 


The bill reported, although in some re- 


spects it answers these requisites, in others 
it faila to do what is required, and also does 
what- there is no occasion to do in order to 
remove any just complaint against tho leg- 
islation of the last Congress upon this sub- 
ject, 


I cheerfully assent to tho doctrine that in 


this branch of tho 
federal government 


tho 
WILL OF THE 
PEOPLE, WHEN ASCERTAINED, 


ought- not only to bo respected but obeyed, 
but I assort that now such expression of tho 
people requires, as proposed by this act, 
tho absolute and unqualified repeal of the 
legislation upon tho subject of the last Con- 
gress. 


That somo char.go is demanded is ap- 


parent from tho public press, from tho reso- 
lutions of stato legislatures, the conventions 
of both political parties, and above and over 
nil, and by authority, by the people. But 
what is this complaint, and what is the 
charge demanded? 


Tho' complaint is that this increase ought 


not to have been made at tho time and in 
Iho manner iu which it was made. It ia 
urged that any change in this respdct ought 
to havo been made, if at all, in tho ordinary 
course of legislation by a separate bill, and 
In a bill providing for tho ordinary expenses 
of tho government, and especially that it 
should havo been operative only from tho 
passage of tho act.

that has been the occasion, to a great extent, 
of tho opposition to tho increttso that was 
made. 


Assenting to 
Urn justice of this com- 


plaint, and yielding to the demand for a 
change in the law, tho qnciticm which we 
havo to consider is, what can and wlmt 
ought to bo done? 


Tho compensation of the President can 


neither bo increased nor diminished during 
tho period for which he shall havo boon 
elected. 
Tho incrtaso of tho law of March 


n, 187:1, in this respect cannot bo changed 
until the 4th of March, 1877; and, if tho 
compensation now tixod by law needs any 
tluingc, probably our successors may be 
able to make it as well as wo can. Tho 
compensation of tho Judges of tho Supremo 
Court cannot bo diminished during .thoir 
continuation .in office. 
AH to either tho Pre- 


sident or tho judges the law is beyond our 
control, and t inn not awaro oC any well as- 
certained fixprossipn of tho popular will 
whioh requires miy change in Iho existing 
IAW fot IhcHO offices. 
Nor Imvo I boon nbla 


to ascertain that any intelligent expreiwion 
of tho pooplo requires »ny chango to bo 
mnd« lu tho compensation fixwl by tho wit 
of Mawh a, 187H, for Ui» liewln of the Rxo- 
oiitlvo department, or Umt of tho Vino Pro- 
Hldont nml tho Hnnnkor of tlio Uouso.

Tho real complaint is against the increase 


of pay to members aud delegates in Con- 
gress, and especially, if not wholly, against 
tho retroactive clause of the act by which 
that increase was made. But 


IT IS NOT IS THF. POWFR OF CON'filtESS. 


to change that law so an to affect the 
right! acquired thereunder by the members 
of tho Forty second Congreun. Tho right of 
Congress to fix by law the compensation of 
ifs members is unquestionable. Tho consti- 
tution imposed upou Congress tho duty of 
determining the compensation of ita mern- 
bi!rn,for their services. 
When in the exer- 


cise of this undoubted power Congress has 
by law determined what that compensation 
shall be, it creates an obligation on tho pnit 
of the government which cannot be dis- 
charged except by payment, or by consent 
of the members to relinquish it. 
The gov- 


ernment might as well refuse to pay any of 
its bonds as to refuse to pay the compen- 
sation of a member of-. Congress thus as- 
certained by law. 
To attempt, either di- 


rectly or indirectly, to avoid the payment is 
to repudiate its legal obligations j aud al- 
though Congress may direct the Secretary 
of the Treasury to cover all amounts not 
drawn into the Treasury, such action will 
not release the government from its legal 
obligations in this respect. I speak of this 
question merely in its legal aspects. 
There 


is then, only this that can and ought to bo 
done upon this subject, namely, 


TO FIX A REASONABLE COMPENSATION 


for the services of a member of Congress. 


Tho bill reported proposes to do KO, nam- 


ing a sum equal to that before the law was 
changed, but it repeats tho error of the last 
Congress in allowing to the members of 
Cougress the increased pay as fixed by the 
last Onngrfiss. 
Tn this it fails to remedy 


the evil of which complaint is made. 


If the salary, as increased, is too large for 


the Forty second Congress, it is too largo 
for tho Forty third Cougress. If it is un- 
reasonable for the members of the Forty 
second Congress during the entire Congress, 
it is for the same reason unreasonable for 
any part of the time of the Forty third Con- 
gress. 


The cdmplaiut is that this increased com- 


pensation is unreasonable, and the last 
Congress has been blamed for the increase, 
and condemned for receiving it. 
'This in- 


crease was made for a Congress in which 
there were three sessions, and after the 
services had been rendered, and the amount 
received was about forty-five hundred dol- 
lars for a period of two years. This bill 
proposes to pay the _ members 'of this Con- 
gress about two thousand dollars, over tho 
salary fixed by law before the change, for a 
period of nine mouths, during which no pub- 
lic service had been rendered, and before, 
in fact, the House|had been organized or the 
Congress was in Being. 


It is said to be wrong for the members of 


iho Forty-second Congress to have received 
pay at the increased rote, but that it is right 
for the members o/ the Forty-third Con- 
grtsa to receive it. It is wrong for me to 
receive it as a member of the Forty second 
Congress after the services 
have 
been 


rendered, but right for me to receive it as a 
member of tho Forty third Congress 


BEFORE ANT SERVICE HAS BEEN RENDERED. 


Aud the reason given is that members of 
this Congress did not pass the law. It was 
received by members of the Forty second 
Cougress because it was the compensation 
to which they were entitled as ascertained 
bylaw; tnd if received by members of the 
Forty third Cougress it is only because such 
is the compensation prescribed by law. The 
oiily difference is that tho Forty second 
Congress received it after the services were 
rendered, and the Forty third Congress 
under a special provision of the law for nine 
months before they bad entered upon the 
discharge of their public duties. 


If, then, the Forty second Congress ara 


justly open to rebuke for receiving this in- 
creased compensation, what may^bo truth- 
fully said of the, Forty third Congress, who 
fresh from the;people, under instructions to 
repeal the law absolutely and unconditional- 
ly, avail themselves of tho law to obtain tho 
increased pay, when they admit that they 
havo the power to establish a less compensa- 
tion, commencing with the present Con- 
sress? 


It would be better to have left tho law as 


it is than to attempt so lame and impotent a 
remedy as is proposed by the bill reported. 


T hope tho amendment'proposed by the 


gentleman from Iowa [Mr. Kasson] will 
meet with the approval of tho House.

milding, from tho celebrated works of Min- 
on it Co. , Stoko-upon-Tront. 


To begin at flio bottom, the .cellar . Is dry 


and commodious. THo bottom is thoroii(jh- 
y concreted. 
Three large furnaces are 


ilaced here and they will be sufficient lo 
warm every part of tho building. 


The flrst floor is hardly considered a school 


loor, but rather u basement; elevated: it 
s true, but devoted lo general purposes. 
By commendable gallaulry the handsome 
front entrance has been consecrated to tho 
fair sex. No boy is to contaminate that 
broad hall with his noisy boots. The hall 
is sixteen foot wide, and no person who con- 
siders how much more room girls occupy 
than boys will consider that the hall is any 
too wide.

As tho lovely creatures enter the building 


they will find on the left bund a spacious 
dressing room. There is no looking glass 
in it now but there undoubtedly! will bo be- 
fore the building is occupied.

WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6. — Tho house 


military committee today began its investi- 
gation to ascertain whether the military ex- 
penses etui be reduced. The Secretary ol 
War, General Sherman aud Adjutmit-Genora 
Towusend were summoned. General Sher- 
man favored maintaining tho full force ol 
thirty thousand men, and that, with tho 
present needs, tho service could not got 
along with leas. Ho thought the staff co 
could be materially reduced, and tho 
duotiona could take place in the quarter- 
master, commissary and medical forces. 
The committee expect to bo ablo to uiiiko 
very marked reductions, both in numbers 
employed in the civil and military branch of 
this tervice and in the works carried on 
under the War Department 


SEDUCTIONS IS THE NAVAL BILL. 


The naval bill ns reported calls for sixteen 


millions and a half, a reduction of three 
millions over tho appropriations last year. 
Various organizations in the several yards 
are tc be broken up, which will lead to forty 
per cent, reduction in force and expense, 
and tho saving by this- consolidation alone 
will ho $121,000. The marine corps is cut 
down from 2010 to 1500. and for the esti- 
mate of $7-500 for forage for horses for tho 
marine corps the bill gives ©3000; mid tho 
contingencies of this corps are reduced from 
$40,000 to $1.7,000. Ther bill contains tho 
following items: For the civil establishment 
atKittory, Mo., $18, GOO; for the same at 
Charlestowu, Mass., £23, GOG. 


Tho Senate held its first executive session 


Biuce tho recess today. It was of brief dura- 
tion. Mr. Gnshiug'tj nomination to Spain 
was taken up and referred to the committse 
en foreign affairs, and was almost immedia- 
tely reported back to the Seunto aud con- 
firmed.

The proclamation of the Secretary of the

decision will add a large sum to the annual 
revenues.

The Senate .committee will hardly pro- 


pos« the abolition of tho Presidency. 
But 


it Is not because a President is indispensa- 
ble to a republican system. In his late l»cr 
ttiresat Oxford upon Comparative Politics, 
Mr. Freeman says that history shows tho 
tendency of republican elates in general to 
be agaiuat vesting the executive power in a 
simple person. There has, indeed, been a 
chief magistrate, hilt he has been the chief 
of the executive, not the whole of it. 
It 


w«s announced tho other day that a Presi- 
dent had bean elected in Switzerland. But^he 
la merely the chairman nf n committee. The 
Swiss Federal assembly is elected for three 
years. When it assembles it chooses a com- 
mittee of seven, which is culled the Federal 
council. Every year it chooses the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President from among the 
members of the council; and neither office 
can be hold by the same man for two oon- 


.- secutive years. Mr. Freeman says that this 


system prevents tho commonwealth from 
making tho most of a great man, but se- 
cures it from the disgrace of n small one. 
"The Presidency of Washington and the 
Presidency of Pierce are in Switzerland 
alike impossible." 
- In his lectures Mr. Freeman says that the 
notion that a republic must have a President 
at its head is simply a shadow of kingship. 
Our President he calls a four years king; and 
he eays that his powers are felt to be so^es- 
senlially kingly that there is a gruwiug ten- 
dency to hamper his personal freedom of 
aetion, as that of tho constitutional kings of 
Europe is hampered. Mr. Sewurd said that 
every President felt himsell to be a RindTof 
king; and that when Andrew Johnson took 


- leave of his Cabinet, upon the inauguration 


of General Grant, ho being then n private 
citizen—it was with tho air of a monarch 
holding out his hand to be kissed. 
The ex- 


ecutive council of the Swiss Confederation. 
Mr. Freeman thinks, avoids every royal ten- 
dency. 
But the difference in the situation 


of the two countries, and in the national 
character and circumstances, seems to him 
to explain our preference for our own sys- 
Um. His views are well worth the - iiitou- 
tion of all political students.
